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Councillor says County amiss in AAA feedlot issue 


still could in regards to their 
fight of the expanding AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company feedlot in the area, 
Derksen said Council was 
"amiss" in not dealing with the 
issue years ago. 

"I regret Council didn't take 
a stand when we knew about 
flagrant violations," said 
Derksen. 

"We could have issued a stop 
order - then we could have been 
perceived as doing everything 
we could." 

Derksen's comments came 
after Committee for Lone Pine 
Chair Murray Marsh said the 
County had an opportunity to 
represent concerned citizens at 
NRCB hearings because the 


County has "affected-party sta¬ 
tus". 

Mountain View County had 
jurisdiction over Confined Feed¬ 
ing Operations prior to 2002. 
The Natural Resources Conser¬ 
vation Board took control after¬ 
wards and AAA Cattle Company 
applied for a combined 2,000 
head beef finisher and 16,200 
beef feeder facility. 

The initial request was denied 
by the NRCB. The decision is 
currently under appeal and will 
be decided in early February. 

AAA Cattle Company, owned 
by Simon Cobban and Gerry 
Morasch, applied for a devel¬ 
opment permit before they 
bought the land approximately 


ten miles east of Didsbury on 
March 10, 1998. 

Mountain View County 
Planning and Development Of¬ 
ficer John Rusling told the com¬ 
pany in a letter that certain 
conditions had to be met before 
a development permit would be 
issued. 

In the letter Rusling clearly 
states that no permit had been 
issued and that the County 
knew there were animals on 
site. 

Derksen made a "routine PR 
visit” to the site and said he ob¬ 
served the company was ex¬ 
panding with out a proper per¬ 
mit. He said he encouraged the 
owners to make sure permits

Special committee set up 
to deal with rural grants

Alternative funding meth¬ 
ods, being looked at by Alber¬ 
ta’s Ministry of Infrastructure, 
will not address funding short¬ 
falls in rural areas, says 
Chinook’s Edge Superintend¬ 
ent, Jim Gibbons. 

Rural schools’ needs for mod- 
ernization outnumber urban 
needs two to one, (according to 
a 1999 School Facilities Evalu¬ 
ation) yet on the provincial 
scale of things, it’s the 
urbanite’s screams drowning 
out rural pleas for funding. 

Jeff Paruk, executive assist¬ 
ant to the Minister of Infra¬ 
structure Ty Lund, said al¬ 
though P3 funding doesn’t ap¬ 
pear to be an option for rural 
communities, it could shorten 
the waiting list, thus providing 
funding to rural schools 
quicker. 

“We have needs vastly 
greater than our ability to fund 
them. Obviously we have to 
make choices and we can’t pay 
for everything,” said Paruk. 

P3 funding (using private 
industry to build schools and 
lease them back to the govern¬ 
ment) is one alternative method 
Alberta Infrastructure is begin¬ 
ning to explore; rural commu¬ 
nities don’t have the popula¬ 
tion base to make it a viable op¬ 
tion for them. 

“P3 won’t work for rural 
Alberta. Many of the schools in 
rural Alberta will have to be 
built in traditional ways. It is 
possible P3s and other funding 
methods we are looking at will 
free up more money.” said 
Paruk. 

Right now there is no more 
money in Infrastructure budg¬ 
ets until the next fiscal year, 
which begins April 1. Paruk is 
expecting a budget allocation of 
approximately $100 million for 
schools. This money for schools 
covers capital funding for new 
schools, modernization, renova¬ 
tion and maintenance. In the

The newly-appointed chair of 
the 400.000 resident Alberta 
Health Region No. 4 says she 
would like to see at least some 
elected authority members 
from the three existing boards 
in the district appointed to the 
new board.

“We function very well with 
elected and appointed members. 
1 don’t think anyone would say 
that elected members have cre¬ 
ated any problems because they 
haven't. I've been very comfort¬ 
able with elected board mem- 


last three years Infrastructure 
has spent more than $1 billion 
(a large influx of money to In¬ 
frastructure due via a Century 
Schools Program) on schools 
in this province. 

Gibbons said the facility 
evaluation in 1999 determined 
schools were still underfunded 
by $700 million. 

He said there are more op¬ 
tions are available for rural di¬ 
visions the government should 
be considering. 

“If the government is look¬ 
ing at building schools for less 
there are other ways to do it, 
like looking at standardized 
plans for building schools and 
letting school boards mortgage 
the schools themselves and 
have the province make the 
payments on their behalf,” said 
Gibbons, adding he is encour¬ 
aged that Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture is looking to see what they 
can do to find more money. 

“I know they (Alberta Infra¬ 
structure) are concerned about 
the backlog as well but P3 
won’t address modernization 
needs,” said Gibbons. Gibbons 
is in Edmonton, today meeting 
with facility planners from Al¬ 
berta Infrastructure to discuss 
funding shortfalls for two mod¬ 
ernization projects for Dids¬ 
bury High and Ross Ford El¬ 
ementary schools. 

Although Didsbury’s 
schools have already received 
funding for modernization, 
both projects have funding 
shortfalls. Didsbury High is 
$2.5 million short and Ross 
Ford is $524,000 short. 

Funds originally approved 
for the schools were determined 
by the 1999 school evaluation. 
Ninety per cent of those funds 
were advanced to Chinook’s 
Edge, but once an architect 
was called in it was soon de¬ 
termined both projects were 
underfunded to today’s con¬ 
struction costs and items 
missed in the original evalua¬ 
tion.

“Novelty” 
brownies 
lead to 
lifeguard 
firings

Two lifeguards have 
hashed out a deal with the 
Town of Didsbury following 
their dismissal because of a 
practical joke gone wrong. 

Didsbury life guard Jana 
Brooke, 20, and her fiance 
Colin Gray, 49, signed a con¬ 
fidentiality agreement Friday 
last week with the Town of 
Didsbury for an undisclosed 
amount of money after the 
two were fired for an incident 
that involved "novelty" hash 
brownies as a Christmas gift 
to another Town employee. 

Brooke received the 
brownies as a joke Christmas 
present from a friend who 
purchased the product on the 
west coast. She thought it 
would be funny to pass the 
brownies on to another Town 
of Didsbury employee 
through their Secret Pal pro¬ 
gram. 

Town officials didn't share 
the humour. 

The two former-employees 
appealed their dismissals at 
an Employee Relations Com¬ 
mittee meeting at the Town 
of Didsbury Administration 
building last week. 

Brooke, who worked for 
the Town for four months, 
learned the reasons why she 
had lost her job at the Dids¬ 
bury Aquatic Centre after re¬ 
ceiving a letter dated Jan. 9 
from Director of Community 
Services Rhonda Hunter. 

The letter cited "being in 
possession of an illegal sub¬ 
stance in Town of Didsbury 
facilities and passing this il¬ 
legal substance to a Town of 
Didsbury person" as the rea¬ 
son for the immediate dis¬ 
missal. 

Her fiance Colin Gray also 
lost his job. Because he 
started at the pool just the 
day before, no reason was 
given in his letter as to why 
he was terminated. 

Brooke said she told 
Hunter and Aquatic Supervi¬ 
sor Michelle Honeyman the 
brownies contained hash be¬ 
cause she thought she would 
get into less trouble that way. 
She later maintained the 
brownies were drug free and 
based her appeal on that as¬ 
sertion. 

Before the gag order was 
signed. Brooke said a phone 
call had been placed to the 
store were the brownies were 
bought. She was told the 
brownies didn't contain hash. 

A town official stated 
Tuesday the brownies had 
been turned over to the 
RCMP who are conducting an 
investigation.

To give new procedures a 
fair shake, equipment will have to be purchased or rented 
or the job will have to be contacted out to someone who has 
the proper tools. 

In the past couple of years Town of Didsbury horticul¬ 
turist Deb Whitmore has been trying to secure funds to make 
that happen. However, tight budgets have not allowed 
projects to happen. 

A motion to establish test areas could open the door on 
eventual changes to a pesticide policy down the road. But 
the testing idea might mean two things. One, a decision on 
pesticide use and implementing a better policy would likely 
have to wait two more years. And two, if two years is not 
enough time to show improvement. Councillors might get a 
distorted view of the effectiveness of a non-pesticide pro¬ 
gram. 

If it is agreed that Town Council would one day like to 
maintain its parks without pesticides it would be better to 
implement a program now and not two years down the road. 
Coming up with an actual policy would allow pesticides to 
be phased out so that problem areas could still be addressed 
with pesticides if deemed necessary. 

If Council does decide to set up test plots, they must also 
establish exactly what it is they are testing. This was not 
addressed at the Operational Services meeting where the 
recommendation came from. 

Will dandelion heads be simply counted, or will in-depth 
studies be done on soil and turf health? 

Questions like this must be addressed before a test-site 
program is approved. 
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to investigate. The police have asked the federal 
government to change the laws to make it easier 
to catalogue evidence found when a child por- 
nographer is arrested. They have also asked for 
stiffer sentences to be handed down by our 
judges. Time after time we see those charged 
given conditional sentences - in other words they 
serve their time at home. Few, if any, have ever 
received the maximum of five years for posses¬ 
sion or ten years for distribution. 

The Liberals will argue next week in Parlia¬ 
ment that their new proposed legislation against 
child exploitation will properly protect our chil¬ 
dren. They will say they have done away with 
the artistic merit loophole and with the single 
defence of the "public good", which was already 
rendered ineffective by the Supreme Court in 
1992, and our children will be protected. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it not only took the Liberals four years 
to get around to doing this, but they have cre¬ 
ated a grey area with this single defence. In ad¬ 
dition, they have failed to protect our children 
by raising the age of consent for sex from 14 to 
16 years of age. 

These failures are only the tip of the iceberg. 
We clearly need to launch a coordinated strat¬ 
egy that enables law enforcement agencies at the 
federal, provincial, and local levels to catch these 
perpetrators. We must also give them the equip¬ 
ment, experts, and officers required to tackle this 
child abuse once and for all. We have to work 
co-operatively with international police agencies 
that have provided our police with thousands of 
tips over the years. We must do our part in this 
global fight bv going after those perpetrators in 
our own country with a vengeance. For once, 
the Liberals have to stop talking about ending 
child exploitation, which they have done con¬ 
tinuously for nearly a decade, and get down to 
actually doing it. 

It’s time for this government, and our court 
system to get it together. Why not use the bil¬ 
lion dollars wasted from the failed gun registry 
program to put together a national strategy for 
the sake of our children.

This past fall I had the pleasure of meeting 
with Detective Sergeant Paul Gillespie of the 
Toronto Police sex-crimes unit. He was kind 
enough to give me a thorough presentation re¬ 
garding the vile epidemic of child pornography 
currently available on the internet. He warned 
me at that time that the police were fighting a 
losing battle against child pornography. It also 
became clear to me that the Liberal government 
had also failed in this fight by leaving thousands 
of Canadians free to trade and make images of 
children being sexually abused. Detective Ser¬ 
geant Gillespie was looking for additional re¬ 
sources to conduct investigations quickly, as well 
as support from Ottawa politicians who to date 
hadn't take this situation seriously. 

Since that meeting the largest internet child 
pornography investigation in Canadian history 
has come to light. "Project Snowball" uncovered 
2,329 suspected pedophiles across Canada - 232 
in Alberta alone. These individuals had all sub¬ 
scribed to a Texas based child pornography web 
site. In response to this story, the police are again 
speaking out about not having enough resources 
to go after these suspects. In other countries, 
like Britain, once the police were provided with 
their list of 7,000 suspects, they were able to 
arrest more than 1,300 people. In Canada, with 
the few officers we having working around the 
clock, of the 2,329 suspects, we were able to only 
arrest between 50 and 100 people. Unfortunately, 
in Canada we have gained a reputation as a safe 
haven for those who exploit children. 

Our police personnel are clearly frustrated and 
have asked the Liberals for a national strategy, 
to find these suspects, to investigate them and 
to prosecute them properly. They need human 
and technical resources to aid with the demand¬ 
ing investigations. To date they have seized over 
a million images. However, the law requires po¬ 
lice to view and record a description of every 
image seized as evidence. One typical case can 
take anywhere from three weeks to three months

grow healthier. Instead, an in¬ 
nocent and unfortunate farmer 
was robbed of a valuable asset! 

How valuable is a tree? I am 
currently part of a Regional 
Tree Appraisal Committee hold¬ 
ing meetings at Olds College 
and can tell you that the aver¬ 


age value for a mature Colorado 
blue spruce tree in Alberta is 
about $ 10- 12 per square cen¬ 
timeter of cross sectional trunk 
area at breast height. This 
means a tree 1 foot in diameter 
in excellent condition in a 
great location would have a 
value of between $7000 and 
$8500. This may seem a far cry 
from the current value of pulp- 
wood at about $40-$50 per met¬ 
ric tonne or sawlogs at $70-90 
per tonne, but it is the inter¬ 
nationally accepted standard 
for valuing amenity landscape 
trees. It makes no difference 
where a tree is growing, be it 
in a city park, a schoolyard or 
growing on a farmstead. The 
loss of a tree is a loss to every¬ 
one in the world, as we all 
breathe the same air that the 
tree was purifying. 

Trees grown in nurseries in 
Alberta are generally valued at 
$10-12 per foot of height in the 


field, and, once harvested into 
a pot or rootball, are valued at 
$30-$35 per foot of height. Add 
to this, the cost of removing the 
old stump and delivering and 
planting the replacement tree 
and, whatever way you want to 
look at it, farmer Roy Dowell 
is out a considerable sum of 
money. 

As a gesture of goodwill, I 
would like to offer Mr. Dowell 
a $200 credit towards the re¬ 
placement of his tree on any 
tree in my nursery this spring. 
I can be reached at For Trees 
Company, 335-8965. To anyone 
who has lost a tree or trees this 
year, for whatever reason, 
drought, disease or despicable 
acts of vandalism, I urge to re¬ 
plant and try again.

Council should pass policy and not 
not embark on pesticide test 


Dear Editor, 

This letter is in regards to 
the Integrated Pest Manage¬ 
ment Policy that is on the 
agenda for the February 3rd 
town council meeting. I under¬ 
stand that this policy was put 
before Operational Services 
where the motion was made to 
embark on a two year test pro¬ 
gram on three different parcels 
of land. Unfortunately, I do not 
agree with this motion, for I be¬ 
lieve that two years would not 
be sufficient time to show the 
benefits of the policy. 

Our parks and boulevards 
are a disaster. Not because of 
dandelions, but because there 
has not been any emphasis on 
creating a healthy turf that 
would in turn drown out weeds. 
A quick fix solution of spray¬ 
ing chemicals does not solve the 
underlying problem, only 
masks it. This policy does not 
rule out the use of chemicals, 
but leaves the option to use 
them as a last alternative. By 
leaving chemicals as a last re¬ 


source, our parks and boul¬ 
evards are also a safer place for 
the children of Didsbury, who 
love to pick dandelions for 
their mother, throw grass in 
the air and then eat a sandwich 
in the park prior to washing 
their hands. 

This policy will also give the 
staff of operational services a 
tool to respond to the citizens 
of Didsbury who are dissatis¬ 
fied with the aesthetic appear¬ 


ances of our green spaces, pos¬ 
sibly educating them in inte¬ 
grated pest management at the 
same time. 

In closing, I would strongly 
urge Council to accept the In¬ 
tegrated Pest Management 
Policy and make allowances in 
the budget for this policy to be 
implemented.

With a pocket full of good 
intentions and a heart full of 
charity, Andrew Whittaker of 
Didsbury and four friends, 
from Calgary and Cochrane, 
exited their plane onto the sti¬ 
fling hot tarmac at Port au 
Prince airport, in Haiti, Dec. 
27, and wondered what had 
they gotten themselves into. 

The five young men, rang¬ 
ing in age from 18 to 28. flew 
to Haiti at their own expense 
to deliver and assemble thou¬ 
sands of dollars worth of refur¬ 
bished playground equipment, 
donated by Childspace Play¬ 
ground Manufacturers in Olds, 
to children, most of whom 
hadn’t experienced the freedom 
of a playground. 

Whittaker and his group of 
playground missionaries were 
met at the airport by a stranger 
named Moza, his son Moses 
and a Toyota crew-cab truck 
which until then. Whittaker 
didn’t think could fit seven full- 
grown men. 

It wasn’t until Andrew had 
to ask for a bathroom break, 
did he realize how much of a 
language barrier there would be 
during the two-week trip. 

“It was the worst ride ever 
(four hours to drive 30 miles 
up Goat Mountain to Haiti’s 
Children’s Home where the 
group was staying). We asked, 
is there a place to stop? Moza 
answered yes, without hesita¬ 
tion, and continued to drive, 
obviously not understanding a 
word of English. I don’t know 
how we did it, but we made it 
to the Children’s Home - 
barely,” laughs Andrew. 
Welcoming party 

About 30 children live at 
Haiti’s Children's Home under 
the care of Pat and Melinda, a 
mother and daughter mission¬ 
ary team. Many of the children 
have life threatening illnesses 
and disabilities that create un¬ 
imaginable hardship in a third 
world country. 

The men arrived at dusk 
with the temperature cooling to 
30 degrees Celcius, and the chil¬ 
dren of the orphanage waited 
at the gate to meet their visi¬ 
tors. 

“I’m not sure if it’s us being 
white, or just the fact we were 
visitors, but every child we met 
had their arms up, reaching to 
be held or hugged. If we were 
walking by they would run af¬ 
ter you hugging onto our legs. 

The children were so affec¬ 
tionate,” smiles Andrew. 

The group had originally 
intended to rendezvous with 
their semi-sized container, filled 
with playground equipment, 
during the first two days but 
instead received a week-long 
lesson in “Haitian time”. 

“At one moment it (the con¬ 
tainer) had already arrived by 
ship and passed through cus¬ 


toms, at the next moment no 
one had ever heard of it,” said 
Andrew. 

After eight frustrating days 
of getting the run-around, and 
playing “who’s crying now” 
(Whittaker said by the end of 
the trip they were getting good 
at distinguishing the different 
tones of the children’s cries), 
the equipment was ready to be 
picked up. 

At a moments notice Moza, 
who turned out to be a most 
reliable friend, was able to hire 
three trucks, each accompanied 
by a crew of three men - a 
driver, money-taker and tire- 
changer, to make the 16 hour 
two-way trip to the docks to 
pick up the equipment. 
Unfortunately after the two 
days trip to pick up the equip¬ 
ment, the group had only four 
days left in Haiti - not enough 
time to assemble the main play¬ 
ground destined for the village 
of Mirebalais. 

The men reluctantly ac¬ 
cepted the fact they would only 
have time to assemble the play¬ 


ground addition for the orphan¬ 
age. 

“It is funny how things come 
together,” thought Whittaker. 
“In my original plans I only 
wanted to stay a week but there 
were no flights for that, I had 
to stay two weeks. I was wor¬ 
ried, what were we going to do 
for two weeks in Haiti? Now 
I’m thankful because if I had 
gotten my way we wouldn't 
have even been able to get any¬ 
thing done.” 

A new task at hand, the team 
went to work. Local men were 
hired to dig the holes needed. 

“Two guys came to dig holes 
with sharpened rebar and the 
hardened shell of a Gourd (a 
locally grown fruit). They 
would loosen the dirt with the 
rebar and scoop it out with the 
Gourd,” explained Andrew. 
The men dug holes 12” wide 
and 30” deep, backbreaking 
work, for 10 Haitian dollars a 
day ($2 in Canadian currency). 

Tense moments followed 
when measurements, that had 
been taken during the planning 


stages, were not what they 
were supposed to be. 

“Without a hardware store 
around the corner, there were 
a lot of fun moments thinking 
on our feet,” said Andrew now 
able to laugh at the memory. 

As the last bolt was tight¬ 
ened, completing the play¬ 
ground, Andrew’s job turned 
quickly from playground 
manufacturer to traffic control¬ 
ler. 

“Kids began to swarm as 
soon as it was put up, and with¬ 
out control the littlest ones 
were getting muscled out.” 

The playground breathed 
new life into the deflated chil¬ 
dren. 

Instantly the children be¬ 
came unrecognizable - smiles 
outnumbered cries; “you can do 
it” drowned out “don’t touch 
that”. Sonel, a shy four-year- 
old covered in open sores, took 
a turn on the monorail; Nana, 
a three-year-old the size of a 
one-year-old, who needed help 
getting onto the playground 
and to be caught coming off the 


slide, attempted to catch her 
new six-foot-three-inch friend 
Andrew, whom she begged to 
slide behind her; Rosemeath 
(affectionately called Roast Beef 
by the team) set out on her own 
across the suspension bridge as 
a nervous unaccomplished ob¬ 
server, arriving on the other 
side as the-little-girl-who-could. 
“The best was to see Andre, a 
mentally handicapped seven- 
year-old, who only knew words 
like ‘get away’ and ‘put that 
down’, go down the slide for the 
first time. I was there to see the 
first smile he had the whole 
time we had been there and 
that made it all worth it,” said 
Andrew. 

He described the impossible 
task Pat and Melinda set out 
to do 24-hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

It's inconceivable for Pat and 
Melinda to be able to give all 
the love and care these children 
deserve, but they try to do 
what is needed, and that is 
a Godsend for children who 
would otherwise have no hope. 

“The poverty blankets the 
whole area, it is all-inclusive,” 
said Andrew. 

For these women, whose 
hearts are in Haiti, it is not 
such a hardship - for 
Andrew and the rest of the 
playground missionaries there 
was a guilty pleasure in leav¬ 
ing. 

“It is sensory overload to be 
there. There’s so much going 
on all the time. 

Never a moment without 
cries and never enough energy 
to devote your attention to one 
particular child. 

“I was glad to leave and be 
comfortable again, but I don’t 
think that will be my last trip 
to Haiti or the last time I will 
see the Haiti’s Children’s 
Home,” admitted Andrew. 

“There is work going on 
there that needs to be contrib¬ 
uted to and some children who 
have struck a chord with me. 
It would be nice to see how 
Andrew is getting along down 
the road.” 

With this experience behind 
them, Andrew, his parents 
Chris and Jean Whittaker and 
Peter and Yvonne Adams, co¬ 
owners of Childspace Play¬ 
ground Manufacturers, are 
dedicated to making sure this 
is not the last worthy cause to 
receive donated playground 
equipment. 

“We know how much this 
can do. We are already collect¬ 
ing equipment for the next 
project, wherever that may be,” 
said Andrew. As for the 
Mirebalais playground that 
couldn't be assembled, it awaits 
the next visitors due in April. 

“It was disapointing we 
didn't get the hig playground 
done hut I have no doubt the 
next visitors will he able to do 
it.”

OUTLAWS 4-H CLUB 


QUESTION: I want to control and lead my strong-willed 
child properly, but I’m afraid I’ll break his spirit and damage 
him in some way. How can I deal with his misbehavior with¬ 
out hurting his self-concept? 

DR. DOBSON: I sense that you do not have a clear un¬ 
derstanding of the difference between breaking the spirit and 
shaping the will of a child. The human spirit, as I have de¬ 
fined it, relates to the self-esteem or the personal worth that 
a child feels. As such, it is exceedingly fragile at all ages and 
must be handled with care. You as a parent correctly assume 
that you can damage your child’s spirit quite easily — by 
ridicule, disrespect, threats to withdraw love and by verbal 
rejection. Anything that depreciates his self-worth can be 
costly to his spirit. However, while the spirit is brittle and 
must be treated gently, the will is made of steel. It is one of 
the few intellectual components that arrive full strength at 
the moment of birth. 

In a past issue of Psychology Today, this heading described 
the research findings from a study of infancy: “A baby knows 
who he is before he has language to tell us so. He reaches 
deliberately for control of his environment, especially his par¬ 
ents.” This scientific disclosure would be no surprise to the 
parents of a strong-willed infant. They have walked the floor 
with him in the wee small hours, listening to this tiny dicta¬ 
tor as he made his wants and wishes abundantly clear. Later, 
a defiant toddler can become so angry that he is capable of 
holding his breath until he loses consciousness. I heard about 
one headstrong 3-year-old who refused to obey a direct com¬ 
mand from her mother, saying, “You’re just my mommie, you 
know!” 

Another mere mommie wrote me that she found herself in 
a similar confrontation with her 3-year-old son over some¬ 
thing that she wanted him to eat. He was so enraged by her 
insistence that he refused to eat or drink anything for two 
full days. He became weak and lethargic, but steadfastly held 
his ground. The mother was worried and guilt-ridden, as might 
be expected. Finally, in desperation, the father looked the child 
in the eyes sternly and convinced him that he would face the 
consequences if he didn’t eat his dinner. With that, the con¬ 
test was over. The toddler surrendered. He began to consume 
everything he could get his hands on, and virtually emptied 
the refrigerator. Returning to your question, your objective 
as a parent is to shape the steely will of your child while 
leaving his fragile spirit intact. 

QUESTION: You have told us what kinds of homes pro¬ 
duce children with the greatest intellectual potential. Are there 
other studies that would tell us how to raise kids with the 
healthiest attitudes toward themselves and others? 

DR. DOBSON: A study designed to answer that precise 
question was conducted some years ago by Dr. Stanley 
Coopersmith, associate professor of psychology, University 
of California. He evaluated 1,738 normal middle-class boys 
and their families, beginning in the preadolescent period and 
following them through to young manhood. After identifying 
those boys having the highest self-esteem, he compared their 
homes and childhood influences with those having a lower 
sense of self-worth. He found three important characteristics 
that distinguished them: 

(1) The high-esteem children were clearly more loved and 
appreciated at home than were the low-esteem boys. 

(2) The high-esteem group came from homes where par¬ 
ents had been significantly more strict in their approach to 
discipline. By contrast, the parents of the low-esteem group 
had created insecurity and dependence by their permissive¬ 
ness. Their children were more likely to feel that the rules 
were not enforced because no one cared enough to get in¬ 
volved. Furthermore, the most successful and independent 
young men during the latter period of the study were found 
to have come from homes that demanded the strictest account¬ 
ability and responsibility. And as could have been predicted, 
the family ties remained the strongest, not in the wishy-washy 
homes, but in the homes where discipline and self-control 
had been a way of life. 

<3) The homes of the high-esteem group were also charac¬ 
terized by democracy and openness. Once the boundaries for 
behavior were established, there was freedom for individual 
personalities to grow and develop. The boys could express 
themselves without fear of ridicule, and the overall atmos¬ 
phere was marked by acceptance and emotional safety.

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The search continues for adult volunteer crossing guards

The campaign to recruit 
adult volunteer crossing 
guards in Didsbury continues. 

So far organizers of the pro¬ 
gram have managed to sign up 
about 11 volunteers for the 
program - a good start, but 
more are desperately needed to 
carry on the service ad¬ 
equately. 

Volunteer Coordinator 
Carla Ridley took over the or¬ 
ganization of the crossing 
guard program for the elemen¬ 
tary schools on January 13th. 
“There was a safety concern 
with having student volun¬ 


teers continue to work as 
guards,” explains Ridley who 
has three children in school 
herself (grades 1, 4 and 5). 
“The AMA made a change 
from allowing the child cross¬ 
ing guard to only stand on the 
street corners...but it wasn’t 
working very well, motorists 
just weren’t listening.” 
Ridley’s program allows adult 
crossing guards to walk right 
out into the middle of the 
street to stop traffic. 

Volunteering for the Cross¬ 
ing Guard Program involves 
a relatively small time com¬ 


mitment - about one half hour 
out of your day either in the 
morning (8:15 am - 8:45 am) 
or afternoon (3:05 pm - 3:35 
pm). “I have three volunteers 
working at one time...anyone 
can participate; moms, dads, 
aunts, uncles, grandparents, 
or concerned citizens,” says 
Ridley. 

One of the biggest contrib¬ 
uting factors leading to the 
crossing guard program’s ex¬ 
istence is the marked lack of 
parking around the area of 
Ross Ford Elementary. “It is 
actually a school board issue, 


but it definitely needs to be 
addressed at some point,” 
says Ridley. For now Ridley 
would be happy if motorists 
would simply obey the traffic 
sign posted along the golf 
course access road. “There is 
only a right turn allowed at 
that intersection,” says 
Ridley. “Please don’t turn left 
as it makes things very dan¬ 
gerous for our students.” 

Anyone interested in vol¬ 
unteering for the Adult Cross¬ 
ing Guard Program at Ross 
Ford School is encouraged to 
call Carla Ridley at 335-4328.
